A former associate, an mtinmte 
friend, and n former instructor of 
Dr. Edwin E, Slosaon united in 
paying tribute to him at a mem¬ 
orial chapel service Monday, Ham¬ 
ilton Holt, president of RnRrns 
col logo* who presided at the serv¬ 
ice, spoke of the late scientist and 
author ae one who had been hie 
former business associate for 1? 
years. His voice broke an he con¬ 
cluded his tribute. Dr. William 
Buddards Franklin* professor of 
physics at Rollins college* who was 
a student instructor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kansas when Dr, SI os- 
son was an undergraduate* spoke 
of his relations as Dr. Slosson's 
instructor. Dr. David A. Robert¬ 
son. assistant director of the Am¬ 
erican Council of Education, a 
close friend of Dr. Slossun, re¬ 
ferred to Dr. Slosson’s religious 
beliefs and activities. 

Tributes were also paid by Dr. 
Frederick R. Georgia* professor of 
Chemistry at Rollins, as a repro- 
oenutive of scionco* and by Wil¬ 
lard A. Wattles, professor of lit¬ 
erature and journalism at RoUps* 
as a representative of literary 
circle*. 

Dr* Holt, with whom Dr, 51 as¬ 
sort was connected for 17 years as 
associate editor of “The I ndepe mi¬ 
en t* M expressed tho opinion that 
Slogson was the best editorial 
writer in the Uni tod States on 
any subject except one; he could 
not write in the "grand” manner* 
In referring to his versatility as 
a writer and a scientist* he said 
that Dr. Slnsson could have held 
the following chairs in any col¬ 
lege or university in the country: 
science, literature, philosophy* 
physics, chemistry. journalism

To what extent propaganda such 
as that engineered by William B. 
Shearer, the naval observer at 
Geneva* can be controlled, and the 
question ax to whether such pro¬ 
paganda is a benefit or a curse ta 
public opinion are problems that 
will be attacked by the Second An¬ 
nual Institute of Statesmanship at 
Roltina college next January* it 
was announced Monday. 

Dr, Unit announces that the In¬ 
stitute will he held from Monday, 
January 0, to Saturday* January 
II, The topic about which most of 
the important dbeuasiou* will cen¬ 
ter, according to President Holt, 
will be "The Formation of Public 
Opinion." 

Under this subject it is planned 
to survey tin whole question of 
public opinion in this country. 
“Recent disclosures ns to changes 
in the ownership of the press and 
as to organized efforts to shape 
public opinion," Dr, Holt points 
out, “make especially timely con¬ 
sideration of the agencies through 
which public opinion Is formed* the
